Cranston said Friday that he

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China Adopts Seven Laws 


The Chinese National Peoples Congress just 
concluded a session in Beijing. It adopted Seven types 
of laws: the criminal law and the law of criminal 
pirocedure; the electoral laws of the Peoples 
Congress; the structural laws of the court，the 
congress, and various levels of the government; and 、 
the law of joint ventures between China and foreign 
investors， 人 8 

It is imnportant to note that this is the first time 
China has adopted a_ criminal law and a law of 
criminal procedure. In the past thirty years,， the laws 
went through more than thirty drafts, However, none 
of the drafts had been adopted until now.， Without 
effective laws, the Chinese people suffered through 
more than ten years of chaos beginning with the onset 
of the_ Cultural Revolution iD 1966， Although the 
cuirent Chinese leadership is putting all the blame on 
Lin Biao and the Gang of Four, 让 is not difficult for 
outsiders to observe the lawless nature of that period . 

The electoral laws spell out the use of secret ballot， 
the_ Participation of minority parties and other 
organizations not affiliated with the Communist 
Party，the possibility of staging election campaigns 
and the abolition of the one-slate-of-candidqates ， 
election， 

The effective enforcement of these laws in China 
remains to be seen. But this step in the direction of 
democracy and a society governed by law，however 
small and late in the eyes of outsiders，is a welcome 
change. We rejoice with the people in China who 
eainestly hope that the era of lawlessness will Tiever 
Teturn . 立

Study Finds Lack of Compliance 
With Bilingual Election Law 


SAN ANTONIO 一 The Federal 
Election Commission has report- 
edly concluded that local officials 
in parts of California and of the 
Southwest are not complying with 
the Federal Voting Rights Act 
which mandates bilingual elec- 
tions in areas with large non- 
English-speaking populations. 

In a 220-page report to be 
released _ next month，the comm- 
ission found that one-fifth of the 
403 local elections officials who 
Participated in the Survey remain- 
ed unfamiliar wth the provisions 
of the law and that many of those 
were ,disinclined to _ learn more 
about what is required of them . 

The report said that investiga- 
tors for the commission 
encountered many instances of 
misunderstanding of the ljaw and 
expressions of “blatant hostility” 
toward it by local officials respon- 
sibjle for carrying 让 out. 

CRITICISM 

More than half the officials said 
they would not do more than they 
had already done to promote the 
involvement of language minor- 
ities in the political process,” the 
report said，The “bulk”of the 
officials asserted the lack of need 
for bilingual elections”and criti- 
cized the law as federal interfer- 
ence in local affairs，the report 
Said. 

In almost every case, the report 
said，the law's requirement that 
bilingual materials be _ available 
was met，Halfof the jurisdictions 
Surveyed, the report said， had not 
instituted programs to register 
non-English-speaking voters，JIn 
one-fifth of the jurisdictions，the 
report said，bilingual assistance 
seemed not to have been Provided 
at the pojlls as required by the 
Justice Department，Less than a 
third of the local elections officials 
used newspapers，radio，or tele- 
vision to advertise the avail- 
ability of bilingual voter services.

HONG KONGC 一 Chinas joint 
venture code providing protection 
and incentives to foreign com- 
panies that invest in joint-equity 
Projects in China went into effect 
Sunday. 

The 15-article code，adopted 
earjier this month by Chinas 
National Peoples Congress， is 
expected to help ease the anxiety 
of . potential foreign inVestors. 
Until the law went into effect, few 
foreign companies had parti- 
cipated in ventures with China s 
state-Trun enterprises because there 
were no _ Chinese laws to Protect 
their investments. The new code， 
however， stipulates， that legal 
Protection is to be given to foreign 
investments，Ppresumably against 
arbitrary confiscation . 

The Chinese government had 
Pieviously stated that nothing 
about joint ventures should violate 
Chinese sovereignty，but the new 
law seems to allow for foreign 
management.of enterprises within 
China, including firing and hiring 
of workers，
